Mr. Toma was born on Novem- 
ber 10, 1884 at Kanagushiku-cho, 
Shui City. . graduating 
from the Okinawa Middie School 
he entered the Kokaukuin Col- 
fege in Tokyo, Japan.

With the establishment of the 
Okinawa Shimpo-sha he became 
its managing director and later 
its president. In 1944 he went to 
Japan on business for the com- 
any, and the following year 
ied of an illness in Kumamoto 
prefecture at the age of 61 years.

Surely astronomy must be one 
of the oldest of sciences, for the 
early cave men, and the shep- 
herds out on the hills, noticed the 
movements of the sun, moon 
and stars, even figuring crude 
ways of telling the time and the 
return of the seasons. The ancients 
felt fear strike into their hearts 
with certain climatic conditions, 
and they looked to their Sun God 
for relief. 

Greece did honor to the ele- 
ments with a set of stamps in 
1942-3 that is a complete allegor- 
ical presentation (types AP35 to 
42). Here we have Boreus (north 
wind), Notus (south wind), Ape- 
liote (east wind) and Zephyrus 
(west wind). These blowings 
caused anxiety and an interesting 
myth surrounds each. 

Again we see lightning on a 
stamp of Cuba (type AP9) and a 
rainbow on a Polish stamp, (type 
A27), while “Mother Earth” is 
the name given to a Mexican 
stamp (type A157). 

Poland issued stamps to honor 
astronomer Nikolaus Copernicus 








(type A33) in 1923. These com- 
memorated the 450th anniversary 
of the birth of Poland’s greatest 
astronomer, whose life and obser- 
vations have filled many pages 
in the history of astronomical 
research. Poland again in 1953 is- 
sued a set to honor this scientist 
who promulgated the Copernican 
System which considers the Sun 
as the center of our planetary 
system. 

The mysteries of the universe 
were being studied and observed 
most carefully at the time the 
great mathematician Galileo un- 
veiled his discoveries. He was not 
the man who really discovered 
the telescopic principle, but Italy 
issued a set of stamps in his honor 
in 1942. It commemorated the 
300th anniversary of the death of 
Galileo Galilei (1564-1642). There 
are four most interesting subjects 
pictured (types A237-240). 

We first see Galileo seated, 
teaching mathematics at Padua; 
next he is shown as he presents a 
telescope to the Doge of Venice; 
the third is an almost perfect life 
like portrait; while the fourth 
shows him pursuing his studies 
at Arcetri. Of varied colors and 
artistic designs this set becomes 
an addition to the beauty of any 
collection. 

Other astronomers fall in line 
for study of this subject as Kepler 
and Einstein. Hipparchus was a 
Greek astronomer at work on this 
science B. C. 150. It is well to in- 
clude the great scientist Leonardo 
da Vinci for further study, for few

below recommended practices for 
the type of work performed. 
Housed in what was at one time 
the Treasury of the Confederacy, 
this post office, with over 1000 
employees, had such outmoded 
and overall poor lighting condi- 
tions that it tended to add great- 
ly to the discomfort and overall 
poor lighting conditions. 

Recognized leaders in the fields 
of light and color engineering 
were invited to visit the Rich- 
mond office and submit their 
recommendations. The Post Of- 
fice Department, utilizing many 
of these recommendations and 
with the active cooperation of 
the lighting and painting indus- 
tries completely renovated the 
24,000 square feet on the first 
floor. Perhaps the most signifi- 
cant result of the renovation, 
completed in January, 1952, has 
been the production increase with 
no coercion or pressure on the 
employees. During the 1952 
Christmas rush the mail was 
handled currently for the first 
time in the history of the Rich- 
mond post office! The following 
month, January 1953, showed a 
production increase in mail 
handled of 8 percent over the 
1951 base. 

From the experience gained in 
the “Richmond experiment”, the 
Post Office Department is mak- 
ing every effort to extend this 
modernization program to the 
larger post offices as rapidly as 
funds permit.

FAULTY WATERMARK. In 
March 1951 it was discovered that 
paper had been delivered to the 
printers with a faulty C. A. 
(Script). watermark, so that one 
of the crowns was in incorrect 
pattern at intervals and some 
paper was made while the cor- 
rect crown was missing. A con- 
siderable number of sheets of 
stamps were printed on such pa- 
per and many were dispatched 
overseas before the irregularity 
was discovered. No information is 
available as to territories, quan- 
tities and values involved. 

CANADA. Several years ago, 
Canada commenced a series of 
stamps to commemorate former 
Prime Ministers. Thus far stamps 
have been issued for R. L. Bor- 
den, Wm. L. Mackenzie King, 
John C. Abbott and Alexander 
Mackenzie. On November 1, Can- 
ada will release two more Prime 
Minister stamps, a 4c for J. S. D. 
Thompson and a 5c for Macken- 
zie Bowell. 

STRAITS (Malaya). The $5.00 

reen and red B. M. A. stamp 

270 was issued in 1945 and was 
soon replaced by the $5.00 brown 
orange and violet #271. The green 
and red stamp then had a sub- 
stantial rise and is now priced by 
Scott at $17.50, by Gibbons at 
85/- and by Commonwealth at 
80/-. 

This early rapid rise in price 
resulted in many collectors not 
obtaining same and there was a 
normal reaction in retail price. 
It is the writer’s opinion that the 
new catalogues will show lower 
prices regardless of scarcity. 

ST. LUCIA. In 1946, three ad- 
ditional values in Sterling cur- 
rency were issued, 8d (#117), 3/- 
(#120) and Pound (#123). These 
stamps were superceded in 1949 
by the dollar currency series. 
These three new value stamps 
in Sterling are popular and 
searce, especially the 3/- (#120). 
They are advancing in price and 
higher catalogue quotations can 
be expected. 

The entire set 110-123 looks 
good. The 1d (#111) and 2'%d 
(#114) were replaced with 
changed colors. 

JOHORE. The 1896 errors #30A 
to 36A are elusive and hard to 
locate. This set is entitled to 
higher catalogue prices based on 
scarcity. 

NEW GUINEA. When the Jap- 
anese occupied New Guinea, they 
found and took many of the then 
current stamps, which were tak- 
en to Japan and sold to dealers, 
who sold them to U.S. dealers 
at a low price. The result was, 
that the 2/- stamp #42 was of- 
fered here below face and some 
of the scarce 21%4d #34 were avail- 
able at a concession from the 
then current retail price. The 
surplus of both stamps has been 
absorbed by collectors, and there 
should now be a gradual in- 
crease in price.

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A Look At The South Moluccas 


As should be well known to our readers we have been denouncing 
the so called stamps that have been offered in the past year or more as 
issues of this so called republic. Along with our denunciation of these 
so called stamps we have also condemned certain other issues such as 
those attributed to the Croatian Govern- 
ment in Exile and the Free Albanian issues. 

It shall always be our endeavor to be 
honest and fair concerning any of these so 
called stamps. We well remember when 
the Tannu Tuva material first came into 
the stamp market. How big covers bearing 
full sets of these issues were available. The 
covers were registered covers with all the 
required post marks, registered marks etc. 
Regardless of what they looked like or why 
they were produced there is evidence that 
some of these stamps were legitimately 
used in that territory. We have in our col- 
lection a couple of covers that bear the 
stamp of legitimacy, regardless of how 
spurious some of the other material may 
appear. 

As yet we have not seen any evidence 
that any of these so called South Molucca 
stamps have been used from the Republic 
of South Molucca which is a group of islands 
which forms the eastern extremity of the 

former Dutch East Indies. An examination of a map of this area will 
amaze anyone who has not heretofore studied such a map. There must 
be many thousands of small islands in what is known as the East Indies. 
This group of islands lies south of the Philippines, southeast of the 
lower Asian coast line and north of Australia. 

The Republic of South Molucca is composed of several islands 
which are the eastern extremity of the Dutch East Indies, Sumatra, 
Java and the other larger islands. The Moluccas lie just south and a 
bit west of the western tip of the Territory of New Guinea. The largest 
islands of the group are Ceram and Buru. It appears that when the 
Japs invaded this territory and later when the Netherlands Govern- 
ment was obliged to grant freedom to this great Dutch Colonial pos- 
session that this Eastern group of islands, which it is claimed is peopled 
by a tribe that is different than in Sumatra and Java, decided that 
they preferred to set up as an independent government, independent 
from Indonesia. The statements we have seen are that this group of 
islands has a population of around 14,000,000 people. Naturally the 
Indonesian Government objected to this and as a result there has been 
a bush and jungle war raging in this territory ever since. 

The representatives of this South Molucca group of islands have 
been located in New York where they have their claims before the 
United Nations and are making a fight for independence. Representa- 
tives of the South Molucca Government are also located in Holland, 
Belgium, Australia, Scandinavia and in New Guinea. 

The New York Offices are . . . . Information Office of South 
Moluccan Republic, 310 East 44th Street, New York. We are advised 
that the so-called stamps which have been issued by this group are 
available through their offices in New York and that the issues are 
not imaginary issues as is so true of these other various labels that 
have been flooding the market in recent months. 

We still do not feel that these are legitimate stamps. If the South 
Molucca government is recognized and becomes an independent Govern- 
ment, then there would be some interest and value to these labels. 

We have before us pamphlets issued by this South Moluccan In- 
formation Bureau which is making the fight before the U. N. and 
which give much matter of interest, yet that is not sufficient to authenti- 
cate these stamps. 

After a careful study of these pamphlets we can only come to the 
conclusion that the real distribution of territory, the setting up of any 
new government is all a matter of politics and trade, which in the end 
are the cause of the wars that disrupt this earth so frequently. The 
charter of the U. N. provides or intimates that governments will arise 
from self determination of the peoples involved, but self determination 
is limited to those who are big enough to fight off outside aggressors. 

So much for the South Moluccas, they could be worse, in fact as bad 
as these Croatian Triangles and the Free Albania labels which have not 
a leg to stand on and which we are advised by reputable people in 
New York are absolute trash and have positively no excuse for being 
offered in the stamp market. 

This South Molucea question has been discussed quite widely in 
some papers. The Stamp Dealers Association here has steered clear 
of the matter and we believe because of a fear of legal entanglement. 
Matters of this nature need free discussion, only in that way can we 
Jearn the truth. 

Perhaps one of the things that Philately needs most is a Czar such 
as rules the Baseball world, as rules the Motion Picture Industry and 
as is now being set up by the publishers of the so called Comic Books. 
What we need in Philately is a Committee to pass on and authenticate 
any or all issues of stamps that may be brought into the market. 

Our suggestion is that the Collectors Club of New York set up a 
Committee of three men. It need not be the same three men all of the 
time, but a flexible Committee of Three members to whom any stamps 
may be submitted and which they may approve as legitimate issues 
for traffic in by dealers. 

The Dealers’ Association should welcome such a Committee and 
should announce its intention of abiding by the findings of this Com- 
mitiee. If this were done every problem could be readily solved. 

Do not get the mistaken idea that these problems are found only 
here in the United States. Ever since the first issue of postage stamps, 
the British dealers and others in Britain have been well in the Jead in 
putting questionable material into the market. For many years they 
flooded the market with reprints. In many instances the plates of the 
original stamps were acquired by British dealers and for years after, 
the market was filled with their products. 

This period is not over for today we get from Britain as much 
spurious material as from any other source. We get also the great 
floods of so-called British Colonials. In many instances long sets of 
stamps running up to a pound in value wherein the issues are made for 
a small island with a population of a few hundred people. The stuff is 
legitimate enough since it comes out in a proper manner, but oh how 
collectors are taken when they have to buy it to complete their col- 
lections. 

Another British product that has taken a lot of dollars from col- 
lectors all over the world are the Lundy Labels. Not by any means 
postage stamps, not even wit as much legitimacy as the Herman Herst 
and the Walter Brink locals that have recently been issued in this 
country. 

The Lundy issues have been so successful in bringing in the money 
for the promoters that we are now told that an entirely new series of 
such stamps are to be put into the market as being from the Island 
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of Herm. We have not taken the trouble to find out just where this} this notice to return their foy. 


island is located but we aré told on good authority that there are to be 
four sets with Fishes, Butterflies etc., long sets that will be very attrac- | 
tive looking and which the young collectors will be eager to buy. 

Our informant tells us that these issues are scheduled to hit the 
market late in September. That will be before this is in print so let 
us sit quiet for a moment and see just how good this advance informa- 
tion is. ; 

The British papers have panned these South Moluccas just as we 
Our reason was that we did not believe that they were as yet | 
recognized as legitimate stamp issues. The British may have done it | 
for the same reason, but we feel that the British would do better if 
they would jump on the British Philatelic Association and use every 
effort to kill off the proposed reproduction of the Sperati counterfeits. 
It is proposed by the B.P.A. to reproduce up to 500 sets of all of the 
stamps that Sperati faked and distribute them among members of 
the B.P.A. This would run to several million dollars in value at current 
prices for genuine stamps of the same kinds. The Sperati material is 
to be marked on the back in small letters, ‘“‘Sperati Reproduction’’. 
If Sperati could make the whole stamps good enough to fool the boys, 
how long do you think it is going to take some smart boy to find a way 
to remove the marking and the world will soon be flooded with this

By Trieste Item 


The Italian philatelic world, ac- 
cording to P. Ostrow, has been 
the victim of a gigantic and ex- 
pansive hoax, which took in not 
only dealers and collectors, but 
such respected and experienced 
experts as Diena, Fiecchi, Oliva 
and others.

Vet Commenis On 
In God We Trust 


(Ed. Note: The following let- 
ter directed to George W. Linn 
is printed with the thought of 
possibly inspiring some of our 
readers to lend a hand not only 
to the sender of the letter and 
his stamp collecting friends, but 
also to hospitalized veterans in 
other hospitals). 

The full contents of the letter 
read as follows: 


“What's all the fuss about our 
8c Liberty with the saying ‘In 
God We Trust?’ If these little 
Commie countries would think 
of that more they wouldn’t be 
asking the Good Old USA for 
their bread and butter today. 
But as they say, that’s another 
story. ‘ 

“I’ve also seen a lot of adv. in 
different papers, also yours, stat- 
ing that this is the first U. S. 
stamp with the words ‘In God 
We Trust’. Really it isn’t—we 
had the same thing on our stamps 
26 years ago, so it isn’t any- 
thing new for our stamps. Look 
at Scotts No. 45, Ze carmine red, 
1928. 

“We have a very active stamp 
club here in the hospital. A Mr. 
Charles Hall donates his time 
every Wednesday afternoon to 
help us out on stamps. He gets 
stamps and supplies from his 
friends, and he also digs in his 
own pocket to help us a little 
bit. 

“We have 16 hours a day to do 
nothing and collecting stamps is 
a very relaxing pastime. I my- 
self have spent 4% hours on just 
twelve stamps that were donat- 
ed to us. Nobody in the world 
can tell you how absorbed a per- 
son in bed all day long can get 
working on his’ stamps; it’s 
something you can’t explain. It 
sure helps the boys out a lot. 
“I’ve seen a lot of fellows do- 
ing it the five years I’ve been 
in bed. We pass your paper 
around until there is nothing 
left of it. So Mr. Linn if you 
know of anyone who has some 
duplicates around tell them to 
send them to us. I know you 
have a lot of old collecting friends 
who would just say, ‘I was just 
wondering what I should do 
with that.’ 

“Tell them, let them know 
what it means to us. We will en- 
joy anything, nothing too small. 
Tongs, hinges, blank pages, al- 
bums of any kind, catalogs, any- 
thing other people have no use 
for. We can find 100 uses for 
things other people don’t want. 
I know this sounds like we are 
begging, truthfully, we are. But 
as I said before, you'll never 
know how much time we have 
on our hands. 

“I enjoy your paper very 
much. You write some very good 
things. I read it from cover to 
cover each week. Well Mr. Linn, 
I think I’ve taken enough of 
your time for now, but thanks 
a lot for reading this far.

Traveling Post 
Office Cancels 


Two special Traveling Post Of- 
fice services are operating on 
the Commonwealth Railways 
system in South and Western 
Australia in conjunction with the 
fortnightly Pay Train Service 
provided for railway workers on 
the route. 

The services were introduced 


originally for the purpose of 
providing postal facilities for 
railway construction gangs on 


the Trans-Continental Line _ be- 
tween Port Augusta and Parkes- 
ton (Kalgoorlie), 1049 miles, and 
on the North South Railway be- 
tween Quorn and Alice Springs, 
747 miles. Since completion of 
the lines, they have been con- 
tinued for the benefit of railway 
maintenance staffs :ocated at iso- 
lated depots and camps _ not 
served by passenger trains. 

The two offices travel once a 
fortnight and are part of the 
Pay Train Organization. They 
are open for limited periods only 
and transact postal, money order 
and Commonwealth Savings Bank 
business at each stopping place. 
Normally, mail matter is not 
handled on the trains, but letters 
posted by railway employees and 
settlers are postmarked and 
handed in at the nearest post 
office along the route of travel 
for onward transmission by pas- 
senger train. 

The services are designated as 
follows:- 

(a) Pay Train, Trans-Austra- 
lian Railway, No. 1; 

(b) Quorn-Alice Springs T.P.O. 

Distinctly inscribed circular 
postmarkers, each 30 mm. in dia- 
meter, are used. 

The following notes refer to 
changes made in the two Travel- 
ing Post Office Services in com- 
paratively recent years. 


Trans-Australian Railway 


On March 20, 1924, the whole 
of the postal work on the Com- 
monwealth Trans-Australian rail- 
way line was taken over by the 
Commonwealth Railways, Port 
Augusta, and the office was then 
known as Trans-Australian Rail- 
way T.P.O. 

Due to a rearrangement in the 
pay system to railway employees 
along the Trans-Australian rail- 
way, it became necessary to 
establish an additional Traveling 
Post Office with money order 
facilities between Cook and Kal- 
goorlie and this was designated 
Pay Train _ Trans-Australian 
Railway No. 2. 

The existing Traveling Post 
Office was designated Pay Train 
Trans-Australian Railway No. 1 
and its operation restricted to 
the Port Augusta-Cook section 
of the line. This arrangement 
commenced on February 14, 1940. 

Due to a recent change in the 
pay system to railway employees 
along the Trans-Australian rail- 
way, the Railways decided to use 
one paymaster between Port 
Augusta and Parkeston (Kalgoor- 
lie) and this dispensed with the 





need for Pay Train No. 2 and the 
post office of the same name 
was closed as from April 21, 1954. 


Quorn-Alice Springs T.P.O, 


This Traveling Post Office 
was established on January 1, 
1928, and was then known as 
the Quorn-Oodnadatta T.P.0. A 
fortnightly service was maintain- 
ed from the date of opening. 

As from May 3, 1929, the op- 
erations of the office were ex- 
tended to Rumbalavra, and from 
August 8, 1929, further extended 
to Stuart, when the designation 
of the office and postmarker were 
changed to Quorn-Stuart T.P.O. 

In consequence of the change 
of name, “Stuart” to “Alice 
Springs” the designation of the 
office and the postmarker were 
likewise, altered, as from July 
25, 1930, to “Quorn-Alice Springs

T.P.O.”, which name is still em- 
ployed. 

Arrangements have been made 
to have the covers of collectors 
carried on the new TPO ser- 
vices. They must send fully ad- 
dressed envelopes containing a 
stuffer and with the flap either 
sealed or turned in, to the Di- 
rector of Posts and Telegraphs, 
G.P.O., Adelaide, South Austra- 
lia together with particulars of 
the service wanted, and proper 
remittance to cover the cost of 
Australian stamps which must be 
affixed. 

Postage costs for residents of 
the United States for each cover 
of one ounce or less is 74d (8c 
U.S.). Besides the postage cost 
there is also a charge of -2d (2c) 
per cover for affixing the stamps 
to be paid. Remittances, made 
payable to the Director of Posts 
and Telegraphs, Adelaide, should 
be by bank draft or international 
Money Order. 

It is emphasized that the offer 
of service in this instance is 
concerned only with envelopes 
to be carried on Traveling Post 
Offices. In this connection it 
should be remembered that cov- 
ers will be marked as neatly as 
circumstances permit — moving 
trains do not always provide a 
stable place in which to work. 

Collectors resident outside 
Australia should note particular- 
ly that general orders for Aus- 
tralian stamps must be sent to 
the Director Posts & Telegraphs, 
Philatelic Bureau, GPO Mel- 
bourne, Vic., Australia,

Translation Of 
Mexican Anthem 


For the centenary of its national 
anthem, Mexico, on September 15, 
issued a set of three airmails and 
three regular commems. The airs 
came in large horizontal format 
with a symbolical design, common 
to each, in denominations and col- 
ors of 25c blue and red brown, 35c 
maroon and dark blue, 80c green 
and black. 





On the regulars a hand is shown 
laying a laurel wreath on sheets of 
music. Values and colors here, are 
— 5c violet and blue, 20c orange 
brown and black, 1 Peso gray 
green and red. 

Dr. A. W. Bork of Mexico City 
who sent copies of the stamps ad- 
vised that this commemorative is- 
sue had a very popular reception 
and was eagerly sought by the gen- 
eral public as well as the philatelic 


fraternity. 
A translation of the first stanza 
of the anthem was made by Dr. 


Bork. It reads 


“Oh Motherland, may the divine 
archangel 

Bind thy temples with the olive 
branch of peace, 

For thy destiny was 
the heavens 

By the finger of God. 

But if a foreign enemy dare 

To profane with his footsteps thy 


traced in 


soil, 

Be mindful, Oh Motherland, that 
Heaven 

Has given you a soldier in every 
son. 


The second line above is to be 
found on the airmails. 

To many authorities the Mexti- 
can national hymn is second only to 
the French Marsellaise in its stir- 
ring words and music. In the cele- 
brations of September 15, a chorus 
of some 11,000 youngsters from the 
Mexico City schools and private 
academies sang the song to the 
president in the great central 
Constitution Square.

The United States imports about 
80 percent of everything the islands 
produce. The population consists al- 
most entirely of Filipinos except 
for about 15,000 foreigners. Main 
islands in the group are Mindanao, 
Luzon, Samar, Negros, Panay, and 
Leyte. 

The Philippines were discovered 
by Magellan in 1521 for the Spanish 
crown. Wrested from Spain in 1898 
after Admiral Dewey’s victory in 
Manila Bay, they were ceded to 
the U. S., but we paid Spain 
$22,000,000 to call it square. In 1902 
many Filipinos under Aguinaldo 
revolted and it took 140,000 U. S. 
soldiers to quell the uprising. 

After being made a common- 
wealth of the U. S. in 1934 the Phil- 
ippines were declared an indepen- 
dent republic in 1946 with Manuel 
Roxas as first president. 

The stamp depicts a view of the 
rock-fortress Corregidor in Manila 
Bay, point of final resistance of 
MacArthur and Wainwright and 
where the infamous Bataan death 
march was begun in March, 1942. 
Because of the shape of the island 
shown, it is often lovingly referred 
to as the ‘“T-bone’”’ stamp.

knowledge of this sail-motivated, 
argument-stopper of yesteryear. 

Mr. Hengstler claims that Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes’s “Old Iron- 
sides” sold him on the Constitu- 
tion. It was the inspiration which 
caused the school children and 
grown-ups of our nation to chip 
in and provide the necessary 
cash to save it. 

In the early 1930’s the refur 
bished ship visited many ports 
on the Atlantic and Pacific sides 
of the United States. At each a 
cachet was prepared for the oc- 
casion. All of these and other 
covers numbering more than 1100 
are in the Hengstler collection, 
plus photographs, souvenir pro- 
grams and related items. 


Seems as though we _ have 
started something here in Linn’s. 
I refer to the picturing and de- 
scribing of spliced U. S. Postal 
Cards. In the May 31 edition 
and that of September 20 were 
shown items submitted by J. F. 
McGee and Augustus Hendel- 
man. Both of those were of the 
le Jefferson, Scott type PC17. 

A modern counterpart of the 
splice has been sent in for in- 
spection my Donald Mendelow 
of Brooklyn, N. Y. The card is 
the 2c Franklin of 1951, Scott 
type PC22. The imprinted stamp 
is wholly on the brown kraft 
tape. 

This would indicate that the 
supposed “war measure” status 
of the other two isn’t the full 
explanation of the existence of 
these cards. Also to be consid- 
ered is the splicing together of 
rolls of the card stock, or the 
repair of tears . 

In any event, the spliced cards 
are interesting, and legitimate 
varieties, 


Possibly the moral to the fol- 
lowing anecdote should be “Death 
To Roll Top Desks”. It happened 
to Robert F. Molitor,.a collector 
of Cleveland, Ohio. The story in 
the Cleveland Plain Deale 
reads:- 

“Robert F. Molitor, a widely 
known philatelist, sent a letter 
to G. A. Hunt of Woburn, Mass.

“‘T put it on the top of my 
roll-top desk’, said Molitor, ‘be- 
cause I had a few things to do that 
would take several hours. When 
I came back to read the letter, 
it had disappeared. I looked for 
it; Oh I Jooked everywhere. My 
mother ldéoked, too.’ 

“All the time since then, every 
year or so, I looked for that 
letter and wondered where it 
went. It couldn’t have been stol- 
en. The apartment was locked, 
and besides somebody was right 
there.’ 

“Twenty-three years later, a 
couple of weeks ago, the ques- 
tion was answered. 

“‘T pulled down the top of that 
desk—it was made in 1919—and 
I guess the canvas backing on the 
roll part just fell apart. Anyway, 
the roll-top broke, and there, in 
the sort of slot the top disap- 
peared into when it was rolled up, 
there was the letter, all black and 
covered with dirt.” 

“The first thing Molitor did 
was to check to be sure no other 
letters or ten dollar bills were 
hidden in the slot. 

Then he read the letter. 

Fortunately for his financial 
condition and status as a collec- 
tor, it said the long wait had cost 
nothing. 

“Your stamps have been doc- 
tored by someone to make them 
appear valuable,’ said Hunt. 

“Molitor was glad to have his 
long standing question answered, 
perhaps because it proved the 
opinion he had held before he 
had mailed the stamps to be ex- 
pertized. 

“But he is even more pleased 
to have answered the 23-year old 
mystery of where the letter 
went.” 





I have heard via the rumor 
route that there is a fine possi- 
bility that a commem for the cen- 
tenary of the Cana] Locks on the 
St. Marys River at Sault Ste. 
Marie, Mich. will be released. 
Tt might not come this year 
since the time is short before 
the navigation Season is closed 
by ice. Such an item should be 
released when ship traffic is 
moving. That would mean any 
time from April on, next year, 
preferably in July or August 
when the weather igs summerish. 

The Department still has not 
shelved the General John Persh- 
ing commem, or a similar Fam- 
ous American type for Charles 
Goodyear, discoverer of the pro- 
cess for vulcanizing ,rubber.
